Superintendent of the Blind School 
Still on the Gridiron, With No 
Chance to Reply for 
Two Weeks.

Supt. J. T. Sibley of the Missouri School 
for the Blind and four female instructors 
im the institution must wait until Nov. 28 
to answer charges of gross immorality pre- 
ferred against them before the State 
Board of Char‘tties and Correction Tuesday. 
In the meantime they will continue to dis- 
charge their duties in the institution. 

‘The investigating board remained in ses- 
sion until 6 o'clock ‘Tuesday evening and 
then adjourned until 7:30 o'clock. Immedi- 
ately after this action was taken the board 
reconvened and decided to adjourn until .9 
o'clock, Nov. 28. 

During the morning session Tuesday, as 
already told.éin the Post-Dispatch, about 40 
of the pupils of the school, of ail ages, 
were allowed to remain in the room ana to 
hear read the dozen or more affidavits con- 
taining the charges of immorality, dishon- 
esty, neglect of duty and _ favoritism, 
against Supt. Sibley, and the charges of 
-Mmorality against women teachers. 

When the investigation was resumed at 
3 o’clock, President Frank R. O'Neill of the 
Board of Managers of the institution pro- 
tested to Gov. Stephens, privately, against 
the pupils being allowed to remain in the 
room any longer. 

Gov. Stephens thereupon ordereé all pu- 
pils to leave the room. Miss Louisa Litz- 
Inger, one of the witnesses for the prosecu- 
tion, said many of the pupils were wit- 
nesses, and would like to be heard. Gov. 
Stephens said they would be called for 
when needed. 

Attorney Iarish for the prosecution stated 
that he would resg his case with the reading 
of the affidavits. fAttorney Kern for the de- 
fense wanted « definite promise from Mr. 
I’arish that he would produce no more tes- 
timony after resting his case but Attorney 
farish declired tu give such a promise, It 
was then decided io call the witnesses for 
the prosecution, who tad made affidavits. 

Alma Neal, ; 1 whose home is at Al- 
drich, Mo., ri before shé began 
to testify, . Haley a member of the 
board objected to the witnesses being al- 
lowed to indulge in complaints not included 
in the charges. He said they should be held 
strictly to the four charges of immorality, 
dishortesty, neglect of duty and favoritism. 
Miss Neal testified that the food was un- 
fit to eat, and that the sausage served 
contained nails, strings, chewing gum and 
other foreign matter. She said the laundry 
work was not properly done, and that the 
sheets were changed but once in two 
weeks. She testified that Dr. Sibley had 
opened a letter belonging to her, and that 
letters she wrote hore never reached their 
destination. She had never seen any undue 
intimacy between Dr. Sibley and the lady 
teachers, 

On cross-examination she said 
often gone hungry from the table. She 
admitted the dress she ‘wore had been 
laundered in the inetitution, and said it 
was done up better than was usually the 
Case. \ 

Mies Louisa Litzinger 
admitted she knew nothing of the charges 
involved in the present hearing, and that 
she had not been connected with the insti- 
tution in 12 years, 

L’pon this admission Attorney Kern ob- 
jected-to her testimony. The objection was 
overruled by the Governor. 

On the charge of dishonesty, Miss LJt- 
zinger testified that one year she had been 
paid for nine months when she ehould have 
been paid far ten. She then began a long 
recital of th® reasons why she had been 
discharged from the employ of the insti- 
tution. 

On cross-examination she admitted she 
didn’t know whether Dr. S‘bley had profit- 
ed by her failure to receive salary for 10 
months.

charge last Saturday. She gave $1000- bond 
for her appearance at the preliminary trial 
Thursday. To-day she sits alone weeping. 
She refuses to see any one in whom she 
has not the most implicit confidence, and 
even her most intimate friends are careful 
what they say in regard to the woman's 
aurres'. 

The state will attempt to prove that Mrs. 
Rogenberger gave her sun, Alva, poison for 
One _purpose—to get $2000 life insurance 
Which the boy carried. If this is proven 


Mrs, Rosenberger will be bound over to the 
Gibson County Circuit Court. 

The outcome of the prel minary trial will 
depend upon the testimony offered by Alva 
tosenberger, who swore out the affidavit 
Saturday. He ciings to his original story 
and says he will stick to it on the witness 
stand. 

According to the boy’s story his mother 
had his Lfe insured for $2000 two weeks 
before he was poisoned. He says he went 
to the home of Dr. Hudson. where Mrs. 
Rosenberger lives, Sunday afternoon, Nov. 
2, to see his mother and write a letter. 
After he wrote the letter he says his moth- 
er gave him a bottle of medicine, saying 
it would remove the pimples from his face. 
He took the medicine when he retired at 
night, and it requ:red two physicians the 
next day to save his life. 

The boy retired that night at 10 o'clock. 
The next morning he was called at 6 
o'clock, but’ did not get up. Another at- 
tempt was made to arouse him at 10 
o'clock, when it was found he was in an 
unconscious condition. Physicians were 
summoned, who said the boy had taken an 
overdose of poison. The boy: was unable to 
Jeave his room for two or three days, 

The question that will arise during the 
preliminary trial is this: 

“Where was the drug bought that young 
Rosenberger took?’ 

Mrs. Rosenberger has not affirmed or de- 
nied the statement that the medicine that 
poisoned her son came from her. It remains

Maxin, one of the physicians 
called in to see the boy, gays 
doubt in his mind about 
the medicine centaining poison. He says 
he examined the bottle and found it con- 
tained chloral and glycerine. 

Here is the statement made by 
Rosen berger. 

“On Sunday, Nov. 6, I went to the resi- 
dence of @r. O. L. Hudson, where my 
mother lives. I went up stairs to her room 
and asked her for some letter paper as |! 
desired to write a letter to my brother at 
Veedersburg. Alter l wrote the letter I be- 
gan to look at a catalogue which my mother 
nad in her hand. My mother said to me: 
‘O, look at the pimples on your face. | have 
medicine that wiil remove them. l have 
used it myself.” My mother rose and got a 
bottle from behind a picture on the wall. 
She gave me the medicine and two pieces 
of loaf tuke with it. She said to 
: you go to bed to- 
. take it next night.

“T left my mother's room and went to my 
room at Richard Riggs’, changed my 
clothes and returned to the restaurant. ] 
worked tuntil about 9:50 o'clock that night;

It was very bitter, and I 
did not swallow all of it. I blew out 
the light and was asleep in a short while.

The second time 
sife called me she threw water in my face 
and shook me. Mr. Riggs came up stairs, 
so -T am told, and earried me down 
stairs.’ 

The Rosenberger boy says the first per- 
son he recognized when he returned to 
consciousness was Charles Woods. He was 
yet very sick, and could not leave the room 
for two or three days. The boy says when 
he left Dr. Hudson's house the Sunday in 
question he say Dr, Ellis behind the screens, 
but said nothing to him. Dr. Ellis was 
called in to wait on the boy. Later on 
Dr. Maxam was called. 

Dr. Maxam says the boy had every in- 
dication of one who had been poisoned. 
The pupils of his eyes were dilated, and on- 
ly the effects of a hypodermic injection 
revented him from having spasms. Dr. 
fJaxam said he did not remain long in con- 
sultation with Dr. Ellis. He does not know 
where the boy secured the poison. 

Alva Rosenberger says when his mother 
asked him to have his life insured a few 
weeks ago she insisted upon him making 
her the Reasialary and he did.

MRS. REBECCA A. ROSENBERGER. 


NASHVILLE, Tenn., Nov. 16.—On_ the 
charge of killing her 5-year-old stepson and 
throwing his body in a pond, Mrs. Norah 
Woodruff, the wife of John Woodruff, 
respectable farmer at Neely’s Bend, is ia 
jail in this city. 

The alleged motive for the deed was the 
desire of Mrs. Woodruff to become the sole 
heir to her husband's property. 

In the preliminary examination Dr. 
George Crittenden, a brother-in-law of 
John Woodruff, was the first witness and 
he testified as to the condition of the body 
after it had been dragged out of the pond. 
Hie said there was no water in the lungs, 
and that, therefore, death could. hardly 
have resulted from drowning. He gave it as 
his opinion that the child was killed with a 
stick, as a mark on the left tempie showed 
that the little fellow had been struck a 
very hard blew with some blunt instru- 
ment. He stated that. the child had other 
marks on uis head and also had finger- 
marks on his throat, showing that an ef- 
fort at strajgulation had been made. 

rhe next witness examined was Thomas 
W. Chadwell, a close neighbor of the 
Woodruffs. He had headed the searching 
party when the first endeavor was made 
to find the missing child last Friday even- 
ing. — oC

Who had been told by 
Woodruff taat the child had mys- 
teriously disappeared. He, together with a 
heighbor named Louls Watts and some 
hegroes. began an investigation. They 
Searched the woods and fields contiguous 
io the dwelling, and after returning to the 
residence discovered the child’s tracks and 
the footprints of a woman leading in the 
direction of the pond. The footprints were 
traced nearly to the body of water. when 
they almost disappeared, The party con-

Here to Hold a Consultation With the 
Stockholders of the San Sebastian, 
Largely Owned by St. Louisans. 


ex-United States 
Potosi, Mexico, of 
well-known Kentucky family, was at 
Planters’ Wednesday en route to 
York. Mr. Clark has for 16 years 
in the ‘city to which he was until rece 
accredited as consul. 

“You Americans who are found of big en- 
terprises ought to come down to San Luis 
Potosi and see the smelter which dispeses 
of 1000 tons of ore a day,’ 6aid Mr. Clark. 
“The mining industry is growing greatly. 
Though Mexico is not a gold country, last 
year $7,000,000 worth of it was taken out of 
the ground. It is essentially a silver and 
lead producing section, and of late copper 
ore has been profitably mined. 

“There are two reasons why mining pays 
—no liitgation and cheap labor. Our titles 
come from the Federal Government. The 
lines of a Bn ofl are on the parallelogram 
order. Within a given boundary everything 
is yours, regardless of veins. There can 
be no lawsuit when the lines are so clearly 
defined. In Colorado, they tell me, much of 
| the mining property is plastered with liti- 
gation. Where a vein goes into the next 
man’s claim the latter does not neces- 
sarily own the ore under his land! Ny 
wonder there is interminable confusion,

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THE ADMINISTRATION'S PLANS. 


Yesterday's Post-Dispatch contained the first clear and def- 
inite announcement from official sources of the plans of the 
Administration with regard to the territory from which Spain 
has been driven. 

Postmaster-General Smith frankly stated his opinion that 
“permanent acquisition is the only solution” of the Philippine 
problem. Secretary Gage expressed a similar opinion and forti- 
fied it with the statement that “commercial necessity has com- 
pelled territorial expansion.”’ 

It cannot be duubted that these two members of President 
McKinley's Cabinet have defined the policy of the Adminis- 
tration. Their interviews are of the greatest interest and im- 
portance. 

Following these utterances was a complete outline of the 
programme of the Administration to be proposed to Congress. 
it proposes strong military government in the islands until 
the conditions are so thoroughly comprehended that Congress 
can determine a form of government for them and their rela- 
tions to the United States. Cuba is to be given an opportunity 
for a trial of self-government under the tutelage and protec- 
tion of this country. Meanwhile taxation will continue as at 
present and Congress is expected to do little work on domestic 
problems. 

In view of the multitude of rumors and counter rumors this 
full announcement of the Administration is timely and grati- 
fying. It dissipates public uncertainty.

Emphatic Indorsement of the Policy 
“Hold All You’ve Got.” 


NEW YORK, Nov. 16.—Speaking at the 
Chamber of Commerce banquet last night, 
Gen. Miles sald: 

“Twelve millions of people that a year 
ago were suffering under the oppression 
of tyranny and cruelty ere to-day under 
our. protection. 

Gentlemen, what are you going to do 
with them? Are you going to turn them 
back again? (Cries of No, no.) No, it would 
be the crime of the 19th century to do it. 
If you cannot give them liberty in their 
Own country, if you cannot establish gov- 
ernment for them, you can at least pro- 
tect them until such time as they shall 
be prepared for self-government, and il 
they do not care to come and be a part 
of this country you can see to it that 
they have a liberal and a free government 
such as you enjoy yourselves. I am not 
talking about expansion or about any 
political questions, I am simply stating 
what the army and navy have achieved. 
They have given freedom to 12,000,000 
of people, and I am very sure that 80,000,- 
000 of the Americans will not desert them, 

‘“‘Another result that | rejoice in is this: 

“That outside of any treaty, outside of 
any great work that diplomatists and 
statesmen and commissioners may accom- 
plish, there is a bond of friendship, there 
is a sympathy and a respect between the 
eople of Great Britain and the United 
tates. (Applause.) It may not require a 
treaty to bind us more strongly together 
than We are now, but there is a cordial 
friendship and a profound respect between 
the people of the United States and Great 
Britain, and that I trust will grow stronger 
and stronger, and its influence, as has been 
said here to-night bw the distinguished Lord 
Herschell, will be not only beneficial] to the 
peomle of Great Britain and the United 
States, but it will be beneficial to the people 
of the whole world.”’

Catholics Interested in the 
Decree from Rome. 


PROBABLY RELATES 
: TO FREE MASONRY, 


IT IS THOUGHT THAT IT IS A LIB- 
ERAL INTERPRETATION OF 
THE RITUAL. 


PRIESTS CANNOT DENY 
CHRISTIAN BURIAL. 


Archbishops Kain and Ireland and 
Father Phelan Discuss the Latest 
Decree Issued From the Vat- 
ican—Think It Liberal. 


Roman Catholics are much interested in 
the recent decree from Rome concerning 
forbidden societies and church burials. Al- 
most universally the decree is understood to 
remove the ban of the church from Free 
Masonry, and there is much _ rejoicing 
among many thousands of Catholics who 
like Masonry and kindred secret societies 
for their fraternal advantage and benefits, 
and yet cannot affiliate with them with the 
sanction of the church. 

The decree is, moreover, regarded, as a 
triumph for the more liberal adherents of 
the church. Seven years ago there was 
issued from Rome a decree placing in the 
category of secret societies forbidden by the 
church the Knights of Pythias, Odd Fellows 
and Sons of the Revolution. In America 
there were many Catholics in these socie- 
ties, and by a secret interpretationof the 
decree by the bishops and priests of Amer- 
ica many of them became estranged from 
the church. Sv harsh was the interpreta- 
tion of the decree in most instances the 
Catholics affiliating with the forbidden so- 
cleties in violation of the laws of the church 
were denied burial in consecrated ground. 

Liberal Catholics have protested against 
this interpretation of the decree, contend- 
ing that the Vatican did not intend that 
anything in the Ritual should be construed 
a3 meaning that a Catholic, whoever he 
be, or whatever he do, should be denied 
Christian burial if he acknowledged the 
Church before death. It was additionally 
argued that the Vatican could not have 
intended that such societies as the Pythian 
Knights and Odd Fellows should put 
under the ban in America, for they are 
nothing more than fraternal, social and 
benefit orders, and in no way hostile to the 
church, as are some of the secret societies 
of Europe. Free Masonry, of course, has 
always been under the ban, and American 
Free Masons have been barred from the 
Church, simply because they were Free 
Masons. Recently the liberal element has, 
it is understood, undertaken to secure for 
American Free Masonry, because of its 
liberality with the church, a better stand- 
ing at Rome, where it has always been sub- 
jected to the same harsh condemnation ap- 
plying to Free Masonry in Europe. It is 
antic.pated that the decree just issued is, 
in some measure, a triumph for the liberal 
element in this matter. 

The decree has not reached St, Loujs, but 
Archbishop Kain is expecting it in every 
mail. Decrees are not announced in ritual 
until there has been time for them to reach 
Catholics everywhere, and the document 
must reach St. Louis very soon. 

Tuesday night Archbishop Ireland, Arch- 
bishop Kain and Father Phelan taiked of 
the decree together. It has not been seen, 
of course, and there is no knowing just 
what it contains, but the Archbishops and 
Father Phelan, in their conference Tuesday 
night, were unanimous in the belief that 
the document was no sweeping decree, but 
rather an interpretation of the ritual in 
this matter, in which the Vatican apprises 
the Bishops and priests that they cannot 
deny a man Christian burial in all the rites 
of the Church merely because he has af- 
fillated with forbidden societies. 

Father Phelan said Wednesday morning: 

As we ulderstand it at this time the 
decree is very literal, but it is not more 
so than the Ritual. The trowble is that 
many of our higher and lower clergy in- 
Bist upon being more catholic than the 
church! herself. Rome never was against 
the dead, and I am sure this decree will be 
found to be an interpretation of the Ritual 
denving the right of any priest to refuse 
Christial ‘burial to a Catholic, no matter 
what he has done. Men violate the laws 
of God, but God forgives. Catholics violate 
the laws of Rome, and Rome forgives.”

War on railroad traffic associations 1s the 
retaliatory move that will be made by the 
Guarantee Ticket Brokers’ Association. 

This step will be the mdést important yet 
undertaken by the body, and in St. Louis 
the plans are being laid which may in- 
augurate litigation in many States, 

The recent decision of the United States 
Supreme Court declaring the Joint Traffic 
Association to be in violation of the antli- 
trust law is the basis for the opposition 
movement, which will be conducted on be- 
half of the brokers by the,association’s at- 
torney, Judge Richard Prendergast of Chi- 
cago. 

Secretary Albert J. Geis of Chicago re- 
vealed the plans to a Post-Dispaetch re- 
porter, saying: 

“Judge Prendergast has assured us that 


the Attorney-General in each State must 
take cognizance of this decision if pro- 
ceedings are not begun by the Attorney- 
General at Washington t6 wipe out these 
railroad associations. We will bring action 
in every State where it is necessary. 

“All organizations which combine to 
charge a full tariff on roads, and which 
hold to similar agreements, are held to be 
illegal, and we propose to get after them.”’

VETOED THE CURFEW, 


MAYOR ZIEGENHEIN CONSIDERED 
THE MEASURE WAS UNCON- 
STITUTIONAL. 


INVADED PERSONAL LIBERTY. 


House of Delegates Unanimously,Sus- 
tained His Position and This Will 
End the Controversy. 


Mayor Ziegenhein vetoed the curfew bill 
Tuesday afternoon. The House of Dele- 
gates sustained him by a unanimous vote 
of those present. 

The chief ground of the veto is that the 
bill would if enacted into law be a serious 
invasion of personal liberty. The Mayor 


also intimated that he regarded the bill as 
ulrconstitutional. 

Speaker Lloyd, who introduced the meas- 
ure, staid away from the meeting to avoid 
the appearance of opposing the Mayor, since 
he would have been compelled to uphoid 
the measure had he been present. 

In part, the Mayor says in his veto mes- 
Sage: 

‘*This bill partakes of the character of sumptuary 
legislation, which has been generally distaste- 
ful for centuries. and to which, in common with 
thousands of good citizens, I am on principle 
opposed. It is a step backward to the Middle 
Ages, and is opposed to the spirit and policy of 
our free institutions, in that it attempts to 
abridge the persunal liberties of the citizen. 

In my opinion the municipal body might as 
well provide for the kind of apparel which per- 
sons under 15 years of age shall wear, or determine 
the kind of food they shall eat, as undertake to 
provide for the precise hour at which they all 
retire indoors. The first of these provisions might 
conduce as much to the ‘general welfare’ of these 
young persons as the last, and it is, of course, 
under subdivisions 14 of section 26 of article 3 
of the City Charter, generally known as thé ‘wel- 
fare clause,’ that this bill was passed. 

“My attention has been directed to a similar 
ordina@mce recently enacted in the city of Gra- 
ban,Tex., also based upon a general weifure 
clausé, which ordinance was declared to be uncon- 
stitutional by the Court of CriminalAppeals of tuat 
State. The case was decided June 15 of this year, 
in a habeas corpus proceeding brougbt by one Clem 
McCarver to secure bis release after baving beep 
arrested and charged with a violation of what was 
there known as the ‘curfew ordinance.’ 

“The provisions of that ordinance, while not 
identical, were substantially like those of the bill 
submitted to me for my approval. The court de- 
clured that the point for determination was whether 
the erdivance was a reasouable exercise of the 
power conferred under the géneral welfare pro- 
Vision apl proceeded thereupon to answer the 
question as follows: ‘We hold that it is not; 
that it is paternalistic and is an tuvasion of the 
personal liberty of the citizen. It may be that 
there are some bad boys in our cities and towns 
whose parents do not properly control them at 
bome and who prowl about the streets and alleys 
during the night time and commit offenses. oOf 
course whenever they do they are amenable to 
the law * © The rule laid down here (by 
the ordinance) is as rigid as under the military 
law and makes the tolling of the curfew bell 
equivalent to the drum taps of camp. In our 
opinion it is undue invasion of the personal liber- 
ty of the citizen, as the boy or girl (for it applies 
to both) have the same rights of egress that citl- 
zens of mature years enjoy. We regard this char- 
acter of legislation as an attempt to usurp the 
parental functions and as uDreasonable and we 
therefore hold the ordinance in question as illegal 
and voll.’ ’’
